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WORLD PEACE IN SIGHT 


We wonder if the people appreciate the momen- 


tous action which is taking place at the present time 
at Genera. "We lamented, the other day, that Japan's 
objection was likely to render futile the present con- 
ference of the League of Xations, but amendments 
satisfactory to her without destroying the real essence 
of the agreement were made so that she has agreed to 
it. Aristide Jbriand, the many times premier of 
Prance and one of the most eloquent men in the world, 
stated that he was convinced that the protocol, as now 
presented, meant a new era and he believed that the 
"man in the street" could hail it rejoicing that the 
statesmen had at last made war seeminglv impossi- 
ble. 


We have not had the greatest confidence in the 


League of Xations. It is unnecessary now to go into 
the reasons for the position we took, but whatever 
may have been our opinion, we must grant that out 
of it has now come a plan for a world peace which will 
be the most striking and important achievement in 
the history of the world up to this time. There may 
be difficulties to work out in it. There may be some | 
misunderstandings and even a failure in that some of i 
the nations will not ratify it. But the fact that such 
a momentous agreement has been drawn up and sign- 
ed by representative^ from the powers assures the 
world that the day of universal peace and of the set- 
tlement of world disputes, by other means than by the 
sword, is close at hand. It is an achievement for re- 
ligion. It is an achievement for civilization. It is 
an achievement for the race. We can well believe 
there are millions of mothers from whose soul that 
terrible horror of war may be removed. 


What is it which we deem of such importance ? 


Article II of the protocol says: ''The signatory states 
agree in no case to resort to war either with one an- 
other or against a state which, if occasion arises, ac- 
cepts all the obligations hereinafter set out, except 
in case of resistance to acts of aggression or when act- 
ing in agreement with the council or assembly of the 
League of Xations in accordance with the provisons 
of the Covenant and the present protocol." 


Again, "a state which resorts to war in violation 


of the undertaking contained in the covenant, or in 
the present protocol, is an aggressor. Violation of 
the rules laid down in demilitarized zones shall be 
held as equivalent to a resort to war," and that nation 
is deemed to be an aggressor unless a decision of the 
Council which must be taken unanimously shall other- 
wise declare, providing it has refused to submit the 
dispute to the procedure, as provided under the pro- 
tocol, or providing it has refused to comply with the 
judicial sentence of a war. In case of what may be 
deemed a domestic matter, which is not deemed of 
such a character as would come within the purview 
of the Court, the nation shall not be considered an ag- 
gressor providing it has requested the matter to be 
placed in arbitration. And further, the signatories 
agree to come to the assistance of the state attacked 
and that is considering the aggressor as the one who 
has refused to comply with the conditions of the pro- 
tocol. 


We believe that with this compact signed by the 


members of the League of Xations, it will mean the 
end of war between the members of that League just 
as clearly and completely as it meant the end of war 
between the colonies, and afterwards the states of the 
American union, in the adoption of our Constitution. 
They are laying down the rules of the game, as it will 
be hereafter played, arid that nation that refuses to 
abide by the rules of the same will be held in con- 
tempt by every other nation besides having their joint 
opposition. We doubt if any of them will undertake 
it, and if in carrying out the spirit of this agreement 
there is disarmament to the lowest possible point con- 
sistent with the possibilities of domestic disorder,,™ «CJUiau,, f>*um.
